Nichols of Boonevllle, representative 
from Logan county, has announced 
completion of a bill to amend the 
Thorn liquor law t« "discourage the 
consumption of liquor." 


"The main purpose of the Thorn bill 


was to raise revenue and as such it 
definitely encourages amendments will 
tlon. These proposed amendments will 


i tend to discourage the consluinption of 
! liquor." Mr. Nichols said in announcing 
i he had prepared the bill. 
I 
Chief among the sections of the bill 


I Mr. Nichols plans to introduce arc the 
'ones relating to local option elect ions 
and liquor ami lifer advertising in this 
jstate. 


1 
.Section 3 -if the proposed hill amend- 


ing the local option article of the Thorn 
nill changes tiie number of signatures 
required from 35 per cent to 15 per cent 
to call a local option election. Other 
phases of the section eliminate var- 
ious technicalities regarding the time 
ot elections. 


Bars Advertising 


The section regarding advertising 


reads "it shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to adver- 
tise the possession, sale, exchange or 
giving away of any vinous, malt, or 
spiritous liquor, in the state of Ar- 
kansas; and it shall be unlawful to 
print,, publish, or sell any newspaper, 
magazine, 
display 
signs, 
pictures, 


placards or any other design which 
contains or purports to contain the ad- 
vertisement of any vinous, malt or 
spirituous liquors; and it shall be un- 
lawful to broadcast or announce over 
a radio in this state any state relat- 
ing to the possession, manufacture, sale 
or giving away of any said liquors; and 
it shall be unlawful for any persons to 
be a party cither as Icnsor or lea«;e to 
the leasing or letting either for hire 
or free of charge of any lands; build- 
ings or other property on which an ad- 
versitcment of the liquors herein men- 
tioned may be displayed." 


Any violation would be a misde- 


meanor and punishable by fine of not 
less than ten dollars. 


Limit U) 1 Sign 


The bill further provides that boltle.s, 


containers, placard.", cartoons, or pic- 
tures shall not be displayed in n win- 
dow. A liquor store shall be limited 
to one sign "liquor store" in white 
letters not more than ten inches in 
height. 


Section 11 of the bill will permit 


liquor stores to make delivery of 
liquor packages during the 
lawful 


hours of operation. Closing hours for 
liquor establishments are 
changed 


from 1 a. m. under the present law to 
10 p. in. 


Another provision changes the def- 


inition of malt liquor to include every- 
thing above 3.2 per cent beer. The 
amount of the license for the wile of 
vinous, spiritous and malt liquors ex- 
cept wine is set at the four hundred 
dollar a year to he paid in a lump sum 
but if paid after tho first of the year 
tho fee is apportioned upon the basis

Supreme 
Court refused Monday the ruling on 
the constitutionality of a major part 
of tho federal Social- Security act- 
that levying tax QII employers for the 
benefit of the jobless. 


The court declined to pass on an ap- 


peal by George P. Davis of Boston, 
from u recent ruling by the Massachu- 
setts federal district court upholding 
legislation and dismissing his com- 
plaint. 


Both Davis and the government urg- 


ed the Supreme Court to pass on the 
controversy without waiting for a rul- 
ing by the Circuit Court of Appeals— 
that such a procedure is unusual but 
sometimes permitted in cases of great 
public 'importance.

Labor legislation 


Main JL937 Issue 


Outcome Lies Between 
Employers, Workers and 


the Supreme Court 


Chief ofJIurwui, The Assnelnlcil 


Press, Washington 


All attempts to chart the adminis- 


tration's probnhte course on labor nnd 
indiMtrlnl legislation have bumped tip 
iiuulnst a barrier, of Presidential silence 
which Would seem to bo deliberate 
rather than accidental. Whatever he 
tnnybe thinking porsoimly, Mr. Roose- 
velt manifestly is in no hurry to dis- 
close his program, cither to congress 
or to his associate.*. 


Administration stalwnrs in the sen- 


i nip, however, have boon hurrying to 


the front with schemes, both old and 
now, to aid labor. Many of thcso have 
hnd Mr. Roosevelt's np|>rovnt in the 
pnst and undoubtedly will again. Guf- 
fpy, for tho third time, will introduce 
n bill to maintain prices In the soft conl 
industry; Black will be back with his 
net to limit workers to n 30-hour week; 
O'Mahoney will have n licensing bill 
for nil corporations engaged in intor- 


i state commerce; and Wagner will pro- 
' pose n huge housing program. Thnt is 
| only n start. 


Labor leaders view the situation with 


more complacency than do business 
executives. Both in public nnd in pri- 
vate they have said confidently thnt 
they expect administration support for 
most of their measures. Their first 
problem, however, is to consolidate 
gains already made and to find some 
common ground of their own. 


V. I). R. Can Affi.rd to Wait 


Factors apart from the immediate 


past must be considered in nny thor- 
ough analysis of the reasons for Mr. 
Roosevelt's silence. Some months ago 
he called upon business for greater co- 
operation in reducing unemployment. 
Not much came of tills, other than a 
tart .exchange of ideas, and the gov- 
ernment's 
relief 
burden 
remained 


heavy. 


Since then, however, trade levels 


have forged steadily higher with spec- 
ial dividends and bonuses marking a 
welcome change from the skimpy fare 
of depression years. Thus business 
could not as well plead poverty when 
the President turned again to its lead- 
ers in mid November nnd asked for a 
rep >rt on what should be done about 
wages, working conditions and unem- 
ployment. 


The second request was made to the 


advisory council sponsored by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Daniel Roper, which 
is a who's who of business and finance 
in miniature. This tune there were 
no sharp rejoinders. Instead the coun- 
cil accepted "the responsibilities plac- 
ed upon us" and started to work. That 
augurs well for a more harmonious 
working out of the problems. 


It also means that Mr. Roosevelt 


has called directly upon business for 
a solution. He is willing to bide his 
time until n reply is made. The coun- 
cil knows full well that its report is 
not the only one which will reach the 
Piesiclcnts desk 
Another will come 


from Major George L. Berry's group, 
composed mainly of .small business 
men and labor leaders, and recommen- 
dations from organized labor are in- 
evitable. 


Labor In Good Position

groups. A too conservative report 
might hove a reverse effect and smoth- 
er any chance fo ra midcllc-of-thc-rond 
progiarn. The President probably will 
weigh one recommendation against an- 
other, and he is in n good position to 
bargain. 


One phase of the labor program must 


mark time for the supreme court, for in 
February the justices arc scheduled to 
hear arguments on cases involving the 
right of labor to collective bargainins. 
The President ean go ahead on mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours as 
he sees fit. But on this he must wait. 


An adverse decision might alter the 


entire program, even result in a con- 
stitutional amendment proposal. Mr 
Roosevelt is definitely commilteed to 
the theory of collective bargaining nnd 
undoubtedly will take whatever steps 
are necessary. On the other hand, a 
favorable ruling might make further 
action unnecessary. 


In thinking over what, the year may 


hold for the working man, it is well 
to remember that labor was an im- 
portant source of strength for Mr. 
Roosevelt in the November election. 
That might have a bearing upon whom 
he will call to his side for advice, now 
that the time for legislative action i.s 
lu->re.

Hammons stepped into his real 


championship stride in the fall" 
of 1921" when he became coach of 
Fine Bluff" High School:

His Zebra football teams won a 


total of 5? games, lost only four 
and tied two. 


Won National Title 


He coached the Zebras to three 


state football championships and 
one national title. His teams were 
state champs in 1921, 1922 and 1925. 
The 1925 grid team was the great- 
est he ever produced, winning the 
national, title that year. 


A Dayton, Ohio, high school foot- 


ball team, a school that hadn't 
lost a game in five years, clial- 
lenged Hammons for the national 
title.

He left 
Pine Bluff in the spring of 1926 
and went to Ouachita college as 
head athletic coach where he re- 
mainod through the spring ofi 1931. 


His. football teams, at Ouachita 


won 31 games, lost six and tied 
three. He won two state college 
grid championships. 


His basketball teams at Ouach- 


ita won 59 and lost 33. 


In track he coached Ounchila 


to three state titles, and to two 
baseball championships. 


Hammons went to Monticello- A. 


& M. college in the summer of 1931 
and remained there until the sum-- 
mer of 1934. At Monticello his 
football teams won 16 and lost 9 
games. 
In basketball his teams 


won 42 and lost 18. He coached 
the Bollweevils to two baseball 
titles. 


Hammons came to Hope in 1934. 


His Bobcat football teams have 
won 24 games, lost 8 and tied one. 
In basketball the Bobcats, under 
Hammons, have won 20" games, one 
district title, and.' lost 7. 


The past season was. Hammons'' 


best year in football at Hopei win- 
ning nine, losing one and) tying 
one. The 12 to 7 DeQueen victory 
spoled Hammons' chance of bring- 
ing the school its first stale chamr 
pionship. 


Also Had Disappointments 


While Hammons has had much 


success—he also has encountered 
disappointments. His three big- 
gpst ones are ranked in this order. 


1. He brought up a great Pine 


Bluff team to Little Rock several 
years ago, doped to win by more 
than 50 points. Pine Bluff lost, 3 
to 0. the defeat .costing him the 
championship. 


2. Ouachita college beat Ham- 


mons, 14 to 13, while Hammons was 
coatrh ' at Monticello. His Aggie 
team 
had . out-played •. Ouachita 


throughout the .gnme. There was 
but two minutes left and the 
Bollweevils were leading. Then 
came a fumble. A Ouachita man 
scooped up the, ball and ran for 
touchdosvn. That fumble cost -the 
Aggie team and Hammons the 
championship. 


3. The past year Hammons' Bob- 


cat team advanced to the next-to- 
the-last game unbeaten, doped to 
beat DeQueen by a decesivc score.

The amended rule will not become 


effective for one year to give players 
and manufacturers ample opportunity 
to make necessary adjustments. 


It is the most drastic rule change 


since the United States Golf Associa- 
tion juggled the balloon ball for sive 
and weight in 1931-32. 


In making known the move calculat- 


ed to restore to the game individual 
shot-making skill lost through the in- 
troduction of an excessive number of 
clubs in finely graduated and matched 
sets, Frank M. Hardt, secretary of the 
U. S. G. A., announced that the Rules 
of Golf Committee of the Royal and 
Ancient Golf Club of St. Andrews will 
recommend the same amendment at 
the next general meeting. 


The decision was made by the execu- 


tive committee of the U. S. G. A. fol- 
lowing conferences and correspondence 
with representatives of the rules com- 
mittee of the British group. 


"As stated in its last annual report, 


the executive committee of the U. S. 
G. A. has noted with concern a grow- 
ing increase in the number of clubs," 
announces Hardt. "The committee felt 


that a multiplicity of clubs tended 
toward mechanization of a game one 
of the great virtues of which lies in 
the opportunity it affords for full in- 
dividual skill. In earlier days play- 
ers sometimes changed their swings to 
execute varied shots.

the "phoenix of Spain," paragon 
of excellence and beauty. 


After the death of his second 


wife, he entered a monastery, con- 
tinuing to write until his death. 
When he heard that his son, Lope, 
had died and his daughter had 
eloped, it is said he scourged him- 
self so ruthlessly that the walls of 
his cell 
became 


s t a i n e d w i t h 
blood. He died in 
1635, 
aged 73, and
